Washington, 
Dec. 
IO.—The house 
Thursday, in committee of the whole, 
entered upon the consideration of the 
pension appropriation bill and stirred 
up a debate that promises to continue 
for several days. Northern Democrats 
vied with the Republicans 
in their 
profession of friendship for the 
sol­ 
diers, and one of them, Mr. Morton 
(O.), declared 
that 
the Republicans 
could not make the bill too large for 
him. It was admitted on both sides of 
the house during the discussion that 
the $140,000,000 carried by the bill for 
pensions would not cover the expendi­ 
tures, but as congress would be in ses­ 
sion Mr. Cannon said it would be easy 
to make good any deficiency that might 
occur. 
In concluding his speech Mr. 
Cannon solemnly warned 
the 
house 
that the large anticipatory importa­ 
tions would keep the revenues under 
the present law down to the minimum, 
and he appealed to his colleagues to 
see to it “that while the public service 
was sufficiently supplied with money 
not one dollar is appropriated which is 
not absolutely necessary to the best 
interests of the public service.” 
Mr. Allen (dem., Miss.) commended 
Mr. Cannon’s appeal for economy, but 
avowed the figures of the chairman 
of the appropriations committee 
did 
not do the situation justice. 
He pro­ 
duced figures showing 
an estimated 
deficit for the next year of $72,000,000. 
Mr. Norton (dem., O.) declared that 
it was not the Democratic side of the 
house which was assaulting the pen­ 
sion roll. 
He charged that Commis­ 
sioner Evans, both on the streets and 
before the pension committee, had ad­ 
vocated a law that would hereafter cut 
off the widow and the orphan. 
Messrs. Myer (dem., Ind.) and Camp­ 
bell (dem., 111.) submitted brief 
re­ 
marks in favor of liberal pensions. 


Senators Talk of Pensions. 
, W ashington, Dec. IO.—The senate 
did a considerable amount of business 
Thursday, although no very import­ 
ant measures were considered or pass­ 
ed, and there was very little debate. 
In response to a question by Mr. Al­ 
len (Neb.) Mr. Gallinger said that he 
was opposed to the granting of large 
pensions to widows of distinguished 
officers. “We have reached the limit 
in that regard,” said he. “and it is 
time we should stop.” 
Mr. Carter, chairman of the census 
•committee, secured unanimous consent 
for the consideration on Monday next 
of his bill providing for the taking 
of the federal census in 1900. 
The senate adjourned until Monday.

Must Cut W ages Heavily—Much Ex­ 
citement Prevails in Eastern Cities 
Over the Action of the Cotton Mill 
Owners in Massachusetts—Blame 
Southern Competition. 


Fall River, Mass., Dec. IO.—The ac­ 
tion of the Manufacturers’ association 
in deciding to reduce the wages of 
about 27,000 operatives in this city 
has caused much excitement. The op­ 
eratives have been expecting a cut for 
the last three weeks. The cut is ex­ 
pected to be about l l per cnt and will 
mean a loss to the 
operatives 
and 
tradesmen of about 
$18,000 
weekly. 
Cloth is quoted at 2% cents, the lowest 
price in the history of the trade. The 
mills have a surplus on hand of 2,000,- 
000 pieces of goods and the surplus is 
increasing. 
Officers of the different 
unions say they are well prepared fi­ 
nancially to resist the cut in wages. 
The new schedule of the manufacturers 
is expected to go into effect on Jan. 
I. In the meantime 
the 
operatives 
will hold meetings and decide whether 
or not they will submit to the cut. 
It is the general belief that they will 
strike, as they claim to be better or­ 
ganized than ever before.

WHEAT REACHES $1.09. 


Doe*in ber Option Touches Highest Mark 
In Six Years. 
Chicago, Dec. IO.—December wheat 
Was carried up to $1.09 Thursday, the 
highest figure since the famous corner 
of 1891. 
W hatever doubt 
existed as to th# 
purpose and strength of the big bull 
combine, headed by French and Leiter, 
has vanished. 
Before noon nearly 8 
cents had been added to Wednesday’s 
closing, which passed the dollar mark 
by % cent. When $1.05 was bid for De­ 
cember the bull clique 
entered 
and 
through Allen Grier 
unloaded abont 
100,000 bushels of wheat on the mar­ 
ket. 
This 
sent 
the price back to 
$1.03%. But it remained there only a 
brief time. Outside of the wheat pit 
there was little display of excitement 
as the price climbed, passed the rec­ 
ord mark made by September wheat 
and began to approach the figures scor­ 
ed when successful corners were run. 
The closing price was $1.07. 


No Choice for Indians. 
Washington,Dec. IO.—The manner in 
Which the president in his message 
presented the conditions which exist in 
the Indian Territory, and his positive 
declaration that he did 
not believe 
there was any remedy for the situation 
except through the resumption by the 
government of the trusts which it had 
created, has made it certain that dur­

ng toward a complete dissolution of 
the tribal governments in the Indian 
Territory.

COST o r O R A IN R A ISIN G IN SO U T H ­ 
E R N 
W ISCONSIN. 
The cost of 
producing grain in 
southern Wisconsin is the subject of 
valuable reports soon to be issued by 
Commissioner Erickson of the state 
bureau of labor statistics. 
Commis­ 
sioner Erickson has prepared tables 
showing the cost of produetion of the 
different grains per acre, based upon 
reports received from many hundred 
farm ers in the southern portion of the 
state for the reason th at it is fully 
developed and the aetual cost o f pro- 
dvction is more easily ascertained. 
The method of calculation is one 
which is approved by leading sta tisti­ 
c a l . 
In 
estim ating the cost Mr. 
Erickson has included every item of 
expense th at can be rightly consider­ 
ed and then added about 
50 cents 
per acre for incidentals, which oonld 
not be given in detail. 
He bas con­ 
sidered horses ss machinery, th a t is to 
say, in figuring expenses be bas not 
allowed wages for horses, but simply 
interest on the investment. 
He be­ 
lieves this is tbe 
only trne way as 
farm ers use their horses only in pro­ 
ducing and do not hire them for 
wages. 
In order to get as close to the actual 
cost as possible, Mr. Erickson nas 
taken figures covering a period of six 
years. 
This period includes a time 
when the price of farm products bas 
been lower than a t any time since the 
civil war. 
At the same tim e the cost 
of production has been un usually low 
during the same period. 
In bis tab'e 
on the cost of w heat there is included 
among the expenses plowing, harrow ­ 
ing, seeding, cutting, shocking labor, 
threshing labor, threshing machine. 
m arketing, seed, taxes, maintenance 
of horses, fertilizing (tbe latter being 
2,400 loads of m anure for each 1.000 
acres), depreciation in the value of 
machinery, depreciation in the value 
of hones. 
He finds th at all these combined rep­ 
resent about IG. 18 per acre as the to­ 
ta l annual investm ent. 
To be added 
to these are: Interest on the value cf 
machinery, 6 per cent; interest on tbe 
value of horses, 6 per cent; 
interest 
on annual investment, 6 per cent; in­ 
terest on the value cf land, 6 per cent 
(the land being valned at $43.54 per 
acre). 
This brings a total cost p r 
acre of $9.40. 
He finds th a t this product was sold 
at an average price of 
61 cents per 
bushel, and th at the straw was sold at 
an average cf $1.60 per acre. 
T hat 
is,the crop sold at an average cf $12.29 
per acre. 
As the cost was $9.40 per 
acre, the profit per acre on w heat for 
the southern part of the state for tbe 
past six years, was about $2 89. 
This suggests th at tbe farm er who 
raised nothing but w heat during the 
last six years bas bard hard work to 
keep his head above water. 
He m ight 
have done better on other crops to r 
Commissioner Erickson finds th at th at 
the profit per acre on oats for the 
past six years was $3 84, on barley 
$4 81, on rye $1.68, and on corn $5.62. 
One im portant factor in the calcula­ 
tions was the value cf land. 
Upon 
this value the interest was figured as 
p art of the annual investm ent. 
By 
averaging figures from several hundred 
farms Commissioner Erickson 
finds 
the land upon which oats were raised 
is worth $18 91 cents per acre; th a t on 
which oats is raised, $55.95, th at on 
whioh corn is raised, $62.70; th at on 
which rye is raised, $17.12; th a t on 
whioh w heat is raised, $41.03. 
These figures are valuable in the 
highest degree. 
It may be no satis 
faction to the farm ers to know why 
and wherein they 
failed to make 
money durir g the past six year*:, but 
these statistics will a t least indicate to 
the farm er that in some particulars he 
m ust reduce the co->t of production O'- 
else get U rger prices for hi6 products; 
or, w hat I* pe haps tbe more feasible 
thing, change His product. 
Of course, in the territory covered 
by the figures obtained by Mr. Erick­ 
son, the farmers are doing something 
besides raisin g tbe various grains men­ 
tioned. and this explains why it is that 
the num ber of farm mortgages has

EDGERTON BANK DEPOSITORS: 
MEET. 


General Do a Assails The Reporter and 
Editor Coon Gives the General His 
Compliments — Committee Issues 
Communication in Regard to Law­ 
yers—Mr. Felker Talks. 
"Aa announced by handbills that 
had been bisti ibuted freely through 
the country in advance. Attorney G. 
W. Felker of Milwaukee, addressed a 
meeting of depasitors in defunct Bank 
of Edgerton at Royal flail last Thurs­ 
day afternoon.’* Baya the Edgerton 
Reporter. 
‘-There were probably 300 
to 400 people present, presumably 
most of them creditors of the bank. 
John Spencer called the meeting to 
order, by request, and introduced Mr. 
Felker. who has the reputation of be­ 
ing one of the bast lawyers in the 
state. 
“ The speaker began by saying that 
bank f alares were generally very com­ 
plicated 
matters, 
and 
serious 
m atters as well, involving the rights 
of depositors, stockholders and direct­ 
ors. making it more complex than any 
other insolvency. 
Under the statutes 
there are three sources on which to 
rely for the payment of claims: 
“ I. 
What the bank 
assets will 
pay. 
* 2. 
What the law makes 
the 
liability of the stock 
holders—aa 
amount equal to the amount of their 
stock. 
C om m on Law L iability. 
* 3. 
Common law liability for neg­ 
ligence in the management of banks 
by the directors, which makes each 
one of them personably liable for loss­ 
es that depositors sustain. 
When a 
parson accepts a position as officer of a 
bank he assumes the rel .lion of trus 
tee for the depositors. 
The law re­ 
quires they must set in good faith 
with prudence and see that the bank 
is well managed. 
The directors are 
bound to see that the money of depos 
itors is not wasted, squandered or 
stolen. 
Of course if a suit is brought 
against the directors, the burden lies 
with the depositor to show that the 
bank has been mismanaged. ‘I should 
say from what I know of the cond! 
lion of affairs here” said Mr. Felker, 
*-that somebody has Btood by and seen 
the funds of your bank mismanaged 
and squandered, and the only cornin 
gency when yon can fail to recover is 
because the directors have not enough 
property to pay with. We can recover 
every cent cf the ability of these people 
to respond to a judgment. 
You need 
not Ratter yourself that any dividend 
will be paid soon. 
Usual promises 
made on the threshold cf a bank fail­ 
ure are not fulfilled. 
It la nonsense 
to talk about paying any dividend un­ 
til all claims are filed and have been 
passed upon by the court.” 


On est ion* 
E xh austed. 
••In response to a question, if JU 
was safe for stockholders to dispose OI1 
their property after the bank had 
failed.’ Mr. 
Felker 
said, -perfectly 
aafe as long as he can keep it hid.* In 
answer to another question the speak 
e t said: 
‘Banking officers receiving 
money having good reason to believe 
the bank ie insolvent are criminally 
liable.’ 
Some one firpd a question 
asking if the state bank examin er was 
liable to depositors for a neglect cf 
duty in this failure, to 
which Mr. 
Felker replied: 
‘I see it so stated in 
the papers, bat I should say no.’ Hav­ 
ing exhausted the questions proposed 
by the depositors present, Mr. Felker 
retired with the remark that Le was 
not bete asking depositors to place 
their claims in their hands, but if the 
people wished to employ his firm it 
was a good time now to do business. 


G en. D oe Speake 
“Then some one in the audience 
asked on what terms the firm would 
take claims against the bank for col­ 
lection. 
It brought Gen. Joseph Doe 
to his feet. 
The general in his usual 
‘smooth as velvet’ adroitness in dodg­ 
ing the main question said, -Ae are 
disposed to say that it woald be al­ 
most Impossible now to say what a 
reasonable charge 
would be. 
The 
disbursements must be met by some 
one and we thought 5 per cent proper. 
All we charge is w hat we pay out and 
a reasonable per cent on what we col­ 
lect 
It is necessary yon place some 
confidence in your attorneys or not 
employ them .’ 
This subject led him 
to a discussion cf a letter that was 
published in The Reporter re gat ding 
this matter which the general frankly 
admitted that he wrote.
